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Publisher's Note 


Science meets Sanskrit : An eminent zoologist, 
Dr.B.Thirumalachar started reading Sanskrit texts and very naturally, 
his attention went to zoological terms that appeared there, the context, 
word description and their meaning. Curiosity took him to the next 
stage, finding apt zoological terms in English to suit the description in 
the text. Thus he embarked on a journey through a large number of 
Sanskrit texts with a single-minded purpose of leaving to posterity, a 
thoroughly researched and analyzed list of Sanskrit words with Sanskrit 
analysis and meanings where possible and the then current English 
zoological equivalents. 

Period of Work : Dr.B.Tirumalachar conceived the idea of 
compiling a dictionary of zoological terms extracted from various 
Sanskrit works sometime in the late 1940s, and took up this arduous 
task single-handed. His profound knowledge of zoology and his 
mastery over Sanskrit can be seen from his working papers - the 
painstaking listing of words along with the source text, putting them in 
alphabetic order, referring to various dictionaries like Apte, MMW etc., 
and arriving attheirzoological meanings. 

The earliest written reference to the broad period when he 
compiled this dictionary is a hand-written and signed note, dated 
28.11.52 by Prof. Daniel H.H. Ingalls, Wales professor of Sanskrit at 
Harvard University, Chairman of Department of Sanskrit and Indian 
studies and Editor, Harvard Oriental Series. The note reads as follows: 

“I hope that you may be able to complete this interesting study of 
zoology of India as based on Sanskrit dictionaries and texts. There 
exists nothing like it so far as I know and this compilation if completed 
would be a valuable aid to historical studies. ” 

From all family sources, we can safely conclude that the final 
manuscript was ready by 1968. This he completed in spite of a cerebral 
stroke and paralysis he suffered in 1961. 

Dr.B.Thirumalachar was Principal of Government Science 
Colleges in Tumkur, Mysore and later in Bangalore, Karnataka. As such 
he had access to the vast libraries of these colleges and after work in 
the evenings and on holidays, he would be immersed in this 
monumental task. He retired from service in 1954. As the work 
progressed, the handwritten pages piled up and so they had to be 
redone in order to rearrange the words in alphabetical order and the 
sheets had to be renumbered before preparing the final compilation of 
the dictionary. The entire work is available in handwritten form. 

Sources : The sources, viz., the Sanskrit texts he referred to are 
199 in number. Not only did he put the words he had researched on in 
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an alphabetical order, he has left behind a list of the Sanskrit texts he 
had studied, listed in an alphabetical order. This indicates the single- 
minded focus he had on completing the work and making it ready for 
publication. The list is reproduced in the following pages. For English 
equivalents of Sanskrit terms, he has referred to dictionaries like MM W, 
The Practical Sanskrit-English Dictionary by Vaman Shivaram Apte, 
1890, Arthur Macdonell: A Practical Sanskrit Dictionary with 
Transliteration, Accentuation and etymological Alanysis throughout: 
London, Oxford University Press, 1892 and Lexicographers such as 
Hemachandra, Amarasinha, and Halayudha. 

Approach : The meanings given in this dictionary have been 
obtained from the dictionaries that he referred to, and hence the 
zoological terms mentioned may not always have any geographical 
connotations. Very often, the same word could be found in not one, but 
many texts, and in each context, the meaning would be somewhat 
different, with the result that a number of English/ zoological terms 
would emerge. He has provided analysis of the Sanskrit words where 
relevant and given all the various meanings (Sanskrit and English) 
available in dictionaries. 

He has mentioned the Sanskrit-English dictionaries referred to by 
him, as Apte, MMW, W, L etc. Apte and MMW are well-known to 
Sanskrit scholars, but L and W could not be identified from the list of 
works he had studied. These have been discussed at length : 
Regarding L, the following suggestions have come forth: (1) It is likely 
that L stood for Lexicographers like Amarasinha, Halayudha and 
Hemachandra. The abbreviations list at the beginning of the MMW 
dictionary gives: L. - Lexicographers (where native dictionaries give 
the meaning, but the word has not been found in any texts so far). 
(2) Another suggestion was that L could refer to Prof. Laxman Vaidya, 
but it is unlikely that the author, himself a scientist, would have referred 
to the first name of this scholar. (3) From Wikipedia: Monier Williams 
compiled a Sanskrit - English dictionary based on the earlier 
Petersburg Sanskrit Dictionary which was published in 1872. A later 
revised edition was published in 1899 with collaboration by Ernst 
Leumann and Carl Cappeller (sv). A reasonable guess is that L stands 
for the revised edition with Leumann. W would perhaps refer to Prof. H. 
H. Wilson's Sanskrit - English Dictionary and Comprehensive Sanskrit 
English Lexicon by the same scholar. We would leave it to future 
researchers to provide further clarity in this respect. 

This work is not just a straightforward compilation of zoological 
terms, but shows the inquisitive mind which was working. Wherever 
relevant, he has interpreted the words and if his interpretation differed 
from or added to the meanings given in established dictionaries like 
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Apte, MMW etc., he has given his version as well, with the reference as 
B.T. to mean Dr. B.Thirumalachar. In some cases, he has wondered 
why the word could not be used to mean something other than what the 
dictionaries suggest, with the question, ‘Why not...? B.T.’ Such 
questions have been retained in the dictionary with a purpose, as a 
challenge to future scientists to look at facts differently and either 
support or reject his thinking. 

As in other sciences, the body of knowledge in zoology has also 
seen a lot of development. Asincere effort has been made to include the 
current information while retaining the original work intact. This has 
been possible with significant contribution from Dr. Surendra 
Ghaskadbi and Dr. Vidya Patwardhan, Division of Animal Sciences, 
Agharkar Research Institute, Pune. 

It should be noted here that the publishers have tried to include 
most of the information organized alphabetically by the author. His 
working papers are with them, which may give a lot more details for 
interested researchers. Again, this may not be an exhaustive list of 
zoological entities found in the Sanskrit texts referred to and it is likely 
that Sanskrit scholars may come across many more words, and their 
research into their context and meaning may add to the richness of this 
work. 

It is amazing that such detailed planning and rigorous execution of 
the work was done by Dr.B.Thirumalachar when modern tools like 
computers, the Internet and software were not even present in the 
distant dreams of people then. 

Prior to undertaking the laborious work of typing the text, other 
technology options were considered, the most promising one being 
digital imaging of the handwritten pages and converting them into typed 
pages using appropriate software. This came with a couple of 
limitations, viz., the final product would have around 85% accuracy, but 
the output would be in a non-editable version, thus rendering 
corrections impossible. Secondly, this was found to be very expensive. 
Hence the decision was taken to go through the traditional process of 
typing, proofreading, corrections etc. 

The publishers would like to acknowledge that there may be 
shortcomings in this book in spite of utmost care taken while entering 
the data and proof-reading as they did not have the author to guide 
them from time to time. They would welcome any suggestions or 
improvements that can be incorporated in future editions as well as in 
the electronic format in which the book will appear in the near future. 
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About the Author 

Dr. B. Thirumalachar 
March 12, 1899 - July 9, 1974 

Career: 

As a student, B. Thirumalacharwas interested in science subjects 
and wanted to pursue a career in medical sciences. However, 
considering his aptitude for research, his professor convinced him to 
work in the field of pure sciences instead, with an interesting remark 
that if all intelligent students entered medical profession or other 
applied sciences, the pure science stream would get totally neglected. 
At that tender age, he accepted the challenge to take up zoology as his 
core subject and contribute to that body of knowledge. 

After graduating in zoology from Mysore University, he headed to 
University of Calcutta for postgraduate studies in the subject. In 1927 
he completed his M.Sc. (Zoology) at the University of Calcutta with top 
honours, obtaining the University Gold medal and prize, and also the 
Hemachandra Gossain Gold medal and prize for standing first among 
all the first class students. 

He returned to University of Mysore for a job in the Department of 
Zoology. But his restlessness and thirst for knowledge took him to the 
then far off University of London, South Kensington, fora Ph.D. In 1931 
he joined the University College of London and worked under Prof. 
D.M.S. Watson, F.R.S. He completed the programme within a very 
short period (1931 to 1933). His research work was on the Conus 
Arteriosus in Anura. He then returned to India for a career as an 
educationist. 

On returning in 1933 he rejoined the University of Mysore as 
Assistant Professor of Zoology. His inclination was towards teaching 
and research. However in 1940, the priority shifted towards 
administrative side of work - he was the first Principal designated by the 
University of Mysore to be posted as Principal of the First Grade 
College, Tumkur. After a couple of years, he was transferred as 
Principal of Yuvaraja College, Mysore. The 75th year notification of the 
college issued in 2002 mentions his name among the prominent 
teachers at that institution. He was then transferred to Bangalore as the 
Principal of Intermediate College, Bangalore (later on called as 
Government Arts and Science College, and now called as Government 
Science College). He retired in 1954. 
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His scientific pursuits were borderless. Due to his interests in 
Chemistry he was successful in the early Forties in preparing an 
indigenous substitute for Canada Balsam, which at that time was very 
scarcely available owing to the war. He even patented this product. 
There is a link to this in Technical Manpower, Bind 5, published in 1963 
by the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research (India). 

In spite of the arduous work of managing a college of over 1500 
pupils, he continued to take interest in laboratory work and got through 
some interesting pieces of research. He used to go personally to collect 
the samples, which included reptiles of various descriptions. 

As an educationist, he was a strict disciplinarian. During his 
service in Yuvaraja College at Mysore, he was an officer of what was 
then known as UTC (University Training Corps) conducted by the 
Indian army. 

Apart from his devotion to studies and his subject, he firmly 
believed that a healthy body is very essential for cultivating a healthy 
mind. He devoted a lot of time for physical exercise and played 
competitive tennis. As a member of the Mysore Cosmopolitan Club, he 
participated in tennis championships and won a number of trophies. He 
also participated in activities at various levels to promote sports and 
games among the youth. He was keen on seeing them playing some 
sport or the other. He was also a member of the Mysore State Wrestlers’ 
Association. 

His Support Base: 

His wife the Late Smt. Chokkamma was his greatest fan and a 
solid support behind all this spectacular achievement. She managed 
the large household single-handedly and did not show any signs of 
weakness even when he was away for two years in Calcutta to 
complete his post-graduation and then again, when he went to London 
for two years to work on his Doctorate, as also when he went to different 
parts of India either for his research projects or to attend conferences. 
She was a devoted wife and a doting mother to all their children, grand 
children and scores of nieces and nephews who thronged their house 
as they pursued their studies in various fields. 

Zoology and Sanskrit: 

Dr. B. Thirumalachar was also a Sanskrit scholar. In spite of the 
multifarious duties of heading an institute of higher education, his 
interest in pursuing Sanskrit studies continued. He undertook an in- 
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depth study of the Vedas, Upanishads and other Sanskrit works, and 
was often involved in detailed discussions on these works with his 
peers. 

Sanskrit-English Dictionary of Zoological Terms: 

With encouragement from family and friends, he embarked on this 
daunting task of preparing a Sanskrit dictionary oriented to his subject 
of specialization, viz., zoology, single-handedly. He studied several 
Sanskrit works in great detail to compile a list of zoological terms therein 
and proceeded to do extensive research on each one of them, to 
provide their meanings and significance in English, which culminated in 
this marvelous work of Sanskrit to English dictionary of Zoological 
terms - neatly organized and rich in content. 

In the latter part of the Fifties and the early Sixties-that is after his 
retirement from the service, he was invited to write for and edit articles 
on Zoology for the Kannada Vishwakosha (encyclopedia in Kannnada 
language). His contribution was on the Flora and Fauna of Karnataka. 

Research projects: 

1929 : Vascular system of Ground Squirrel and Vascular system of 
fishes 

1931 - 1934 : On Viviparity in Poeciliid Fishes and On the external 
Jugular Vein in mammals 

1937 : On the Conus Arteriosus in the Anuran, 

1954 : Started research on Crocodiles that could have resulted in far- 
reaching results. His intention was to give young research scholars 
some independent work and guide them in completing these pieces of 
research. However, not much is known about the details of this 
research project and whether the then Mysore University was able to 
get it completed.
